I.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per.son  or  persons  to  suffer 
his  or  their  Bull  or  Bulls,  .Stallion  or  .Stallions,  to  run 
at  large  within  the  limits  of  the  said  Corjmration. 

2.  Any  persem  or  persons  committing  any  breach  of, 
Ol-  contravening  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall, 
on  conviction  thereof  before  any  .Justice  of  the  I’eace 
having  jurisdiction  within  said  Corporation,  be  liable 
to  a tine  of  not  more  than  $10,  nor  less  than  .$1,  for

WE,  THE  UNDERSIGNED,  desire  to  form  a 
Company,  under  the  provisions  of  the  “Com- 
panies .(\ct,  1878,”  as  hereinafter  mentioned.

“Steadman  Quartz  Mining  Company,  Limited  Lia- 
bility.”

T T7HERE.-^S  it  is  expedient  that  provisions  be 
VV  made  for  indemnifying  the  Reeve  and  Coun- 
cillors of  the  Municipal  Council  of  Maple  Ridge  : 

And  whereas,  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly of  the  I’rovince  of  British  Columbia,  passed  in  the 
forty-eighth  year  of  Her  Majesty’s  reign,  it  is  pro- 
vided that  the  Council  may  pass  a By-Law  and  submit 
the  same  to  the  electore  of  the  Municipality  for  their 
assent  to  said  By  Law  for  indemnifying  the  members 
of  the  Council ; 


Therefore,  be  it  enacted  bj’  the  Reeve  and  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  Municipality  of  Maple  Ridge  : 

1.  That  the  Reeve  and  f^ouncillors  be  indemnified 
to  the  extent  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each 
ilay  or  ]jart  of  a day’s  attendance  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Municipal  Council  of  said  -Municipality. 

2.  Provided,  always,  that  said  indemnity  shall  not 
exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars 
in  anv  one  year  to  each  member  of  the  Council. 

3.  The  before-mentioned  indemnity  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  general  revenue  of  the  Municijxdity. 

4.  This  By-Law  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors 
of  the  Muidcipality  of  Maple  Ridge  on  the  13th  day  of 
January,  1887,  and  shall  come  into  cfiFect  on  the  20th 
day  of  January,  1887.
